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The Battle for Asia 


Becoming Critical 


A new battle is shaping up in Wash- 
ington over foreign aid—specifically 
over a new program for Asia similar to 
the Marshall Plan. The latter’s bene- 
ficiaries in Western Europe will be asked 
to join in a united Western effort to 
help stem the Communists’ Asiatic on- 
slaught. 

A plan is under serious consideration 
by the administration that would run 
into several billions of dollars over a 
period of years—less than the cost of the 
Marshall Plan but nevertheless ex- 
pensive. | 

The case of Japan proves that Asi- 
atics are adaptable to the industrial age. 
And they are demanding industrializa- 
tion in the quickest possible time. The 
Communists are making them that 
promise. 

The Chinese Reds are sacrificing ev- 
erything else to a determined effort to 
industrialize that backward land. The 
success of the effort is being watched by 
all of the underdeveloped countries— 
China’s neighbors with a population of 
more than a billion people. 

The Communists are 
people that only communism 
their miserable standards. 

Bread and rice are not the only hun- 
gers’ of these uncounted millions now 
flirting with communism. They have 
learned enough of Western ways to know 
that factories and payrolls are impor- 
tant, too. They are learning that ma- 
chinery, fertilizers and tools can improve 
their production of foods and fibers. and 
that they have the resources for a better 
standard of living. 

So the next steps in economic devel- 
opment must come in Asia and South 
America in the cold war struggle 
against communism. 

Will we proceed as wisely in those 
continents as in Western Europe? That's 
the big question on which the final de- 
cision in the cold war will rest. 

What is_ true in Europe could be true 
in Asia and lead the free world to an 
unprecedented era of expanding economic 
activities and prosperity. Asia’s millions 
offer an unlimited market, too, for Amer- 
ican goods as do the teeming millions 
seeking opportunity in Latin America. 

The challenge to this nation is ines- 
capable. American private investors and 
the U.S. Government must seize the 
initiative in leading the great Asiatic rev- 
olution or else they will turn to 
communism. They prefer development in 
freedom, but will turn to totalitarian en- 
slavement if that is the only alternative. 

As Adlai Stevenson expressed it: 
“The No. 1 problem in Asia today is not 
communism but that millions of people 
want a better life and have discovered 
that poverty, hunger and pestilence are 
not the immutable destiny of man.”

The cake recipe was recorded on 
tape and then run through the electronic 
marvel. 

The result was cake after cake, each 
alike and each perfect. 

The uses of the mechanical brain 
heretofore have been confined to indus- 
try, research, and spectacular pieces of 
showmanship such as televised election 
returns. 

The thought of robots for the kitchen 
opens many a lovely vista. Here, perhaps, 
is the answer to the servant problem: the 
impeccable cook with never a day off, 
absolutely non-alcoholic, and once the 
final installment is met, one who works 
for free. 


The Exceptional Child 


Deserves His Chance 


Amid all the hullabaloo about edu- 
cation in Georgia, a fine program has 
been developing comparatively unnoticed. 

County by county, attention is being 
paid to the training of the “exceptional” 
child. The exceptional child is the one 
who is “different.” The difference may be 
a speech difficulty or deficient vision. It 
may be deafness or lameness. The “dif- 
ferent” child may be mentally retarded 
or mentally advanced. 

Up to now, he’s been getting too little 
attention in the school program. That is 
especially true of the mentally retarded 
and the gifted. With the former, the ten- 
dency has been to shove them in a cor- 
ner as unable to learn. If the degree of 
mental deficiency is so great as to bar 
the child from the public school, the par-

ent whose finances are limited has no 


place to turn. 


With the gifted, there has been little 
effort to keep them busy in school. They 


catch up on the lessons quickly. In their 


idleness they often get into trouble. 

The disciplinary problem can arise 
from the child who is ahead of his class 
as well as from the one who can’t keep 
up. 7 | 

Now something is being done about 
the “different” children. 

Atcooga School in Whitfield County 
has a special course for the retarded. In 
some schools incentive schedules are 
worked out to keep the gifted busy and 
best develop their talents. Counties are 
organizing associations for the benefit of 
the handicapped. 

All of which is fine. The program 
should be pushed at both the state and 
the local level. 

Physical handicaps are obvious and 
incite sympathy and help. Mental lame- 
ness is not so easy to see. Where it exists, 
it is a handicap for which the victim is 
not to blame any more than if the crip- 
pler were polio. The mentally retarded 
can be taught to care for themselves. 
They can be developed to the limit of 
their ability. The mentally advanced can 
be forced to their limit, too. 

The state has the obligation to pro- 
vide the means. It is high time the obli- 
gation was met. It’s good to see a start.

The controversy over comic or, if you 
prefer, horror books is not confined to 
the United States. It.is also a political 
issue in Great Britain. 


The cabinet is involved, and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury is weighing 
the arguments. The teachers’ union is 


sounding alarums, the press is beating 
the drums; and until the excitement sub- 
sides, three of England’s largest distrib- 
utors of comics have closed shop. 

Sir Winston Churchill has been drawn 


into the argument too. This Olympian 
personage, like the archbishop, is with- 
holding judgment. 

All this proves we still are cousins 
to the British, though the kinship grows 
remoter each generation. We still get ex- 
cited about the same things. 


There is a difference in approach 
however. The British teachers stoutly pro- 
claim they confiscated no comics from 
their charges, but used moral suasion in- 
stead. The lawmakers seem cool to legis- 
lative action. And the Home Secretary, 
Gwilym Lloyd George, inferentially re- 
jected government censorship when he 
said “the most effective way of dealing 
with this in the long run is by public 
opinion.” 

Recalling the several attempts on this 
side of the Atlantic to change public 
tastes and reform morals by legislative 
enactment, it seems only fair to ask this 
question: 

Which of the two countries is the 
land of the free?

Cutting ‘Incentive’ Pay 


Was Not an Economy 


Although the details are still to be 
spelled out, the Defense Department’s re- 
quest for a 3 to 5 per cent “selective” 
pay raise for the armed services might 
be cheaper in the long run than its ac- 
tual dollars and cents cost now. 

According to news reports, the raises 
would be selective in that special pay in- 
centives would be offered to induce men 
to make careers in the armed forces by 
rewarding long-service men and tech- 
nical specialists. 

Belatedly we seem to be realizing 
that cutting out some of the privileges 
and fringe benefits for people in the 
Army, Navy and Air Force was anything 
but an economy. The rate of re-enlist- 
ment has dropped steadily and the con- 
sequent cost of training replacements has 
increased accordingly. The Air Force, ac- 
cording to a recent estimate, is spend- 
ing about $2,000,000,000 a year to train 
replacement specialists. 


The various incentives for hazardous 
duty, such as flight pay, had been pro- 
gressively whittled down. As a result, 
our airmen sought safer, more secure 
Civilian jobs. Tax benefits were reduced 
and the soldier, sailor and airman found 
his “fringe” benefits disappearing. Few- 
er young men volunttered for flight 
training and morale descended alarm- 
ingly in all the services. 


There must be some incentives to 
compensate for the insecurity of a mili- 
try career if we are to build an efficient 
career service. In the long run such in- 
centives are much cheaper than the cost 
of replacing all our armed manpower 
every few years.

Atlanta NAACP Official Denies Organization 


Uses Defiance or Evasion in Trying Cases 


Atlanta—Mr. Charles J. Bloch, 
who is recognized as a constitu- 
tional lawyer and an outstanding 
civic as well as political leader, 
has made an interesting compari- 
son of the persistence of the 
NAACP... with some Southern re- 
actions to the U.S. Supreme Court 
decisions outlawing segregation. 


First, let me _ state that the 
NAACP legal staff specializes in 
studies of civil rights as set forth 
in the U.S. Constitution, Federal 
statutes and legal precedents 
within the various Federal and 
State jurisdictions. In civil as well 
as in criminal cases, its clients are 
protected by raising constitutional 
points or questions and submitting 
briefs which attack violations of 
the principles of civil rights. 

Furthermore, the NAACP is 
never a plaintiff itself, but seeks to 
secure competent counsel for those 
who request its services nationally 
or locally, when they feel that their 
rights are being violated. Other 
phases of the NAACP program in- 
clude membership campaigns, ed- 
ucation against discrimination and 
raising of defense funds for its 
clients. 


When the organization accepts a 
case, believing that there is a vio- 
lation of civil rights or a practice 
of discrimination, it will patie@tly 
but persistently exhaust every re- 
quired administrative, and subse- 
quently every possible legal, rem- 
edy to secure justice. That is why 
it sometimes takes years, as in 
the famous white primary case 
cited by Mr. Bloch. There is never 
any defiance nor evasion. 

Contrast that policy of patient, 
legal appeal, with the violent State- 
ments and evasive proposals of 
some _ segregationists. Further- 
more, as has been so well demon- 
strated, law abiding citizens ac- 
cept the ultimate decisions and put 
them into practice as being just 
and right, which is what they will 
do eventually in the public school 
situation. 

The NAACP accepted and tried 
to secure compliance with ‘“‘sep- 
arate but equal’ doctrine as -was 
originally shown by its ,adminis- 
trative appeals and “Aquality” 
court cases. Not until it was found 
that certain states and institutions 
would not or could not comply 
with this principle was segregation 
itself attacked. 

On the basis of those bitter ex- 
periences the NAACP now strongly 
opposes a policy of ‘‘gradualism.”’ 
And just imagine what it is cost- 
ing us to obtain rights guaranteed 
by law, from officials who are paid 
by and use our own tax money 
to oppose us. 

Had the South acted in good 
faith, beginning in 1896, as she has 
been warned to do recently by you 
and other writers, the evils of 
segregation could have been 
eliminated eventually with- 
out court action. 

Even so, NAACP branches and 
State organizations, representing 
petitioning parents, now propose 
“good faith’’ conferences with 
school officials before taking court 
action. It is a matter of securing 
justice for your children as well 
as your grandchildren.

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Monday, December 13, 1954 
Coleslinis Dbly | , 
Society’s Sin 
Of Omission 


A sanity commission of three doctors has held that 18-year- 
old James Willie Morgan is sane and was responsible when he 
shot a 20-year-old taxi driver, Eugene T. Bryant, to death in 
Augusta last Dec. 20. 

With that finding it’s reasonable to assume that the Morgan 
case will take its regular course and some time after Christmas 
a boy who never had any youth anyhow will surrender the rest 
of his unpromising, unhappy life to society. Most of us will 
scarcely notice the date or-mark his passing when it comes. 

And yet... well, I keep thinking of how pitifully young 
he looked when he thrust his hand through the bars of the 
death cell to shake hands with me. He didn’t. look like a killer; 
he looked like an awkward boy. and his voice wasn’t quite 
steady when he grinned and said, “Well... see you around.” 

In order to get to Jay Morgan’s cell you have to pass the 
electric chair. Maybe if you didn’t know what it was it wouldn't 
look particularly sinister to you—just a clumsy, old-fashioned 
homemade looking piece of furniture, 

That’s our gift—society’s merry Christmas to Jay Morgan. 

Somehow in spite of his mother’s frantic pleas I.have no 
fear that he was unjustly accused and unjustly convicted. I be- 
lieve, as his younger brother said, that he shot that other young 
man near Christmas last year—because he was drunk and look- 
ing for ‘‘easy money.”’ There’s no way to pass lightly over that 
crime. But there’s another crime and we're guilty of it. 

The Christian Index last week had an editorial which makes 
that very clear. ‘The fact his name is James William Morgana 
is of little importance,” says the editorial. ‘“‘The law must take 
its course. ... But what is of tremendous importance is the 
fact that James William Morgan never had a decent chance 
in life. The burden life gave him was too great—and he may 
have to die for it.’’ 

The editorial recapitulates the known facts about the Morgan 
family—parents divorced, father missing, mother in jail for 
smuggling him a gun into Richmond County jail, no regular 
home but a series of cotton mill villages, a year in the Army 
in Korea before he was 15 years old. He learned to drink in the 
Army, he told me, and, it goes without saying, he also learned 
to kill in the Army. 

“‘Guilty?”” says The Christian Index. ‘‘He really dvesn’t 
know. ‘I was drunk that night—drunk and over at Mama’s and 
my stepfather’s.’ 

“Almost, we can shrug our shoulders and agree with the 
young man that what happens to him is unimportant. ‘I’m all 
right with the Lord,’ he says, ‘and I never was right with the 
world.’ 

“But, what happens to young Morgan is important. More, 
what happens to others who will follow him into prison, and 
maybe death, is important. . . . How many more are to pay the 
price he is paying? The answer: scores moreat Reidsville and 
thousands more in these United States. Neither a boy nor a girl 
can come from such an environment as young Morgan’s to bear 
life’s burdens. 

“Society sinned against James William Morgan. So did the 
churches. Nobody, apparently, stooped to lend him a helping 
hand as he stumbled along life’s highway. 

“Will it ever be thus? Certainly there is no change for the 
better. Juvenile delinquency continues to increase. It hasn’t so 
much as leveled off to give hope of any decline. 

*‘We’d better get disturbed about the conditions under which

Without Fuss, Survey Indicates 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 12—A| 
University of California survey dis-| 
closed today that all-white neigh- 
borhoods in San Francisco are) 
acepting Negroes, Chinese-Ameri-| 
cans ahd members of other minori- 
ties without fuss ur bother. 

The survey was conducted by a 
10-man team under Davis Mc- 
Entire, professor of social wel- 


fare, and covered 76 neighbor- 
hoods, out of more than 100 areas, 
which McEntire said previously 
were all white. The areas, each 
only a few blocks in size, now 
contain a few minority families 
apiece; in some instances, only 
one. 

The intervieweis questioned) 
white residents in a representa-| 
tive sampling of neighborhoods 
ranging from poor to middle to| 
upper class, in both apartment) 
houses and single-family dwell- 
ings. In each area, the residents 
next door and directly across the 
street from the nonwhite new- 
comers were interviewed, as 
were the people in every fourth 
house in a radius of about two 
Blocks. | 
TREATED IMPERSONALLY 

“There is no particular antag- 
onism to the new neighbors,’’ Mc- | 
Entire commented, “nor is there 
any particular sympathy for 
them. They tend to be treated in 
the same anonymous or imper- 
sonal way as any other newcom- 
ers in a big city neighborhood.” 

McEntire said this casual ac- 
ceptance of minorities in all- 
white neighborhoods had gone un- 
noticed in the publicity attending 
racial flareups in suburban areas 
in recent years. 

He referred specifically to the 
case of Sing Sheng, which drew 
national attention three years 
ago. Sheng, a former Chinese 
Nationalist intelligence officer.

far from ideal. 

Influenza vaccine affords pro- 
tection against certain types of 
flu, but not against the com- 
mon cold.
